Behind a State Record 


Herd Manager at Silvis Farms Gives Details of Care 
and Feeding of a Champion—By GLENN W. SILVIS 


When Lauxmont Admiral Carrie broke 
the 22-year-old Pennsylvania State Rec- 
ord with 1,120.1 Ibs. fat, she became the 
third cow in our herd to make a_ 1,000- 
Ib record. We have made four 1,000- 
lb records in all, since Dunloggin Romeo 
Mistress has made two consecutive 1,000- 
lb records; and we are proud of the fact 
that she is the only animal ever bred at 
Dunloggin to make two 1,000-lb records. 

Carrie was purchased in the Lauxmont 
Reduction Sale in June 1944 for $1,175. 
although I had intended to buy another 
cow when I left home. But when I 
saw Carrie, I thought she looked more 
like 1,000-lb material than any other ani- 
mal in the sale. She had just freshened 
five days prior to the sale with a bull 
calf by Lauxmaster. After a long trip 
over the mountains we were successful 
in getting her home in good shape, plac- 
ing her on A R test. She finished with 
19,244.4 lbs milk, 4.1%, 798.4 Ibs fat, 3X. 
During this lactation, she had a _ tre- 
mendous appetite for both grain feed 


and hay which is very necessary for a 
cow when she is going on 4X milking 
and feeding. We gave her a_ten-week 
rest period at which time we kept her 
mostly in a box stall due to her large 
body and size, as she weighs nearly a 
ton. In the box stall, she had access to 
lots of hay, either alfalfa or mixed, wa- 
ter, salt, and was fed 10 to 12 lbs Pioneer 
Dry and Freshening 12% feed per feed- 
ing 3 times a day. As this was in the fall 
and we were milking 3 times a day she 
was pastured with the main herd, that 
had hay available at all times in a port- 
able hay rack. She freshened on Novem- 
ber 20, 1945 with her first heifer calf, al- 
ways having bulls while at Lauxmont. 
We kept her in the same box stall in the 
same barn with the main herd and plac- 
ed her on 4X milking and _ feeding 
along with Romeo who had started about 
six weeks ahead of her and was started 
on her second great record. In less than 
a month after freshening she was milk- 


ing over 100 lbs milk per day. During

this record she, like our main herd, was 
fed nothing but Pioneer 14°) Test Cow 
Ration. She had access to her choice of 
either mixed hay or third cutting alfalfa 
at all times, and we found that she ate 
nearly as much of one as she did the oth- 
er. She would not eat Cow Beets, 9 
Romeo got all of them until we bought 
Wiquais in Cooper Sale—how she really 
loves them. Carrie could eat her share 
of beet pulp and silage, so we had to 
limit them. She consumed 35 to 4 
pounds of grain feed per day from about 
six weeks after freshening until she fin- 
ished when she was milking 55 Ibs milk 
per day. Her peak day was 109 lbs. 

In the winter months she was exercised 
very little as she was in a large box 
stall and it was too cold to turn out in 
barn yard. When she was standing up 
she would be eating hay and when not 
doing that she was lying down making 
milk. She was pastured with the rest of 
the herd regardless of weather from April 
first to the later part of November. 

We milk our 4X’ers, usually three of 
them, every six hours starting at 4 a. m. 
and our main herd, now on 2X, 
every twelve hours, starting also at 4a.m 
At 10 a. m. and 10 p. m. and 10 p. m. 
the milker would just have to walk 
within sight of the herd, name his cows, 
usually “Carrie,” “Romeo,” and “Mat 
eline,” and you would see them starting 
toward the barn and would follow him 
in. I usually do all the 10 p. m. milk 
ing and when I would walk out into the 
night pasture at pitch dark without 4 
light it was very helpful when I could 
stand in the middle of 35 to 40 head, 
name the three I wanted and they would 
arise, stretch and pick their way oll 
among the rest and head toward the 
barn to be milked. Occasionally they 
would hear me coming and meet me, and 
it was very seldom that afy of the other 
cows bothered to get up or look, unles 
they would be eating hay from the rack 
It did not take Romeo long to learn no 
to come after we put her dry in October. 

We bred Carrie May 5, 1946 to Dut 
loggin Lochinvar’s Citation, her one and 
only service. She freshened February 6 
1947 with a dandy heifer calf. Had she

Minnesota Has Unique Meeting and Show 


Minnesota breeders tried something 
different when they scheduled the an- 
nual meeting of the Minnesota Holstein- 
Friesian Association at the same time and 
in the same auditorium with the south- 
eastern Minnesota breeders Black & 
White Show. The show was an all-day 
affair, held in the Mayo Civic Auditor- 
jum at Rochester, Minn., while the an- 
nual meeting, which was a banquet af- 
fair, was held that evening in the same 
building. The experiment proved to be 
an outstanding success. 

The accommodations for the Black & 
White Show were perfect and every de- 
tail was carried out to perfection by the 
committees in charge. 

Over 2,000 visitors praised the show as 
a milestone in the organization of Black 
& White Shows in the midwest and more 
than 500 remained for the evening ban- 
quet and annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion. 

Glen M. Householder of the Holstein-

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Anniversary Opening 

In our report of the 33rd Anniversary Sale at Waukesha 
which we rushed into print in time for the April 5 issue, 
we overlooked two events at the opening of the sale that 
should have been mentioned. When the sale was called to order 
by Manager Bill Baird, the entire audience was requested to 
stand for a moment of silence to honor the memory of the late 
V. B. Vye. It was an impressive tribute. 

Roscoe Page, owner of Unadilla Farm, Chadwick, Illinois, 
and a vice president of Kraft Foods, was then introduced and 
made a notable statement on the prospect for demand for 
dairy products. He reported the recent placing of an order by 
the British government for 80 million pounds of cheese from 
the USA; likewise the development in Mexico City of the recent 
completion of a plant for reconstituting fluid milk from whole 
milk powder purchased in the United States. This plant will 
use the equivalent of 250,000 to 300,000 quarts a day, and a 
growing demand is definitely in sight throughout South Ameri- 
ca with its awakening consciousness of the value of milk in the 
diet beyond the possibilities of their own herds to supply at 
present. 

A third factor mentioned in the dairy situation is the pres- 
ent high price of meat which seems certain to promote a larg- 
er use of dairy products in the family diet. 

These three factors, having as they do such a direct bear- 
ing on the present dairy situation in this country, inspires con- 
fidence in the maintenance of sound values for our dairy pro- 
duction and likewise in the animals that produce it. Mr. Page 
concluded his remarks with the statement that from their whole 
analysis of the situation, there is no need to view with alarm 
the future of the dairy business, and finally this observation: 
“There was never a successful dairyman who was not an opti- 
mist.” Think that over. 


First Quarter Report 

The report from the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica shows business operating at a very high level for the first 
quarter of the year. Even though 1946 was a record-breaking 
year, the first quarter of 1947 in comparison with the similar 
periods of 1946 shows applications for registry up 23.47% and 
applications for transfer up 18.84%. In the 13 weekly periods 
a total of 55,844 applications for registry have been filed, an in- 
crease of 10,614, while transfers for the similar period are 31,361 
an increase of 4,972. Membership applications have shown an 
even greater percentage increase totalling 520 for the 13 weeks, 
which is an increase of 154 or 42% above 1946 which likewise was 
one of the highest years for new members in the history of the 
Association. 

From the financial side, total net cash receipts for the 13 
weeks amounted to $216,421.55 which compares to $177,054.81 
in first quarter 1946. Net cash disbursements for the present 
period are $143,653.42, compared with $126,385.16 in the previ- 
ous year’s period. The excess of cash receipts over disburse- 
ments for the present period is $72,768.13 compared to similar 
excess last year for the first quarter of $50,669.65. 

We understand that similar increases are taking place in the 
other departments of the Association’s activity. This is a very 
gratifying report. 


Closing Date for Amendments 

Members are reminded that April 25 is the closing date for 
receiving amendments to the by-laws to be acted upon at the 
1947 convention. All proposed amendments are required to be 
in the hands of the Secretary 40 days in advance of the con- 
vention. This extra period is provided to permit counsel to 
pass upon the legality of proposed amendments before printing 
in the Call. 
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A number of matters of considerable importance wij] be 
on the agenda. The Board of Directors has already given no. 
tice of sponsorship of proposals for increasing all fees for As. 
sociation services. These cover the fees for registrations and 
transfers, which require action by the membership, and the 
fees for Herd Classification, Advanced Registry and Herd Test, 
which are fixed by the Board itself. This subject will be highly 
controversial, and we feel that much more effort should be 
made to place the full facts before the membership well in ad. 
vance of the convention. There has been discussion at only a 
few of the state meetings. Earlier in the year we invited the 
Administration to make use of the World columns in setting 
forth its position in full detail. We hope this invitation wil] 
be accepted. 

Another matter to be acted upon is a proposed limitation 
of terms of directors to two consecutive 4-year terms. This 
subject was discussed somewhat at length editorially in our 
March 1 issue. We are convinced that a 2-term limit is desirable 
for a membership association like ours. Under that plan of 
operation, the Board will clearly be kept closer to the member- 
ship, and we think will certainly broaden the interest in the af. 
fairs of the Association. Doubtless other proposals of interest will 
be offered. Don’t forget the April 25th deadline. 


$400 for Beef 

Milwaukee papers recently carried the report of the sale 
of a Holstein bull to Milwaukee Stock Yards for $400.56, which 
is stated to be a record for that market. The weight of the bull 
was 2465 pounds and the price 16'4c per pound. This bull 
was sent to market by Ben LaFabre of Hillbert, Minn. 

From Western Dairy Journal we learn that higher beef 
prices have put an effective floor under dairy cow prices. They 
report one dairy cow weighing 1300 pounds recently sold for 
beef, bringing the sum of $208. The ragged ends of nearly all 
auction sales in that area are now going for beef they state. 

This is an advantageous time to cull dairy herds. The 
USDA reports that the rate of culling milk cows in 1946 was 
less than in 1945, although the number of milk cows on farms 
Jan. 1, 1947 was 2.2% lower than in Jan. 1, 1946. During the 
previous year milk cow numbers declined 3.9%. A further drop 
of about 2% is expected by the Department of Agriculture in 
1947. With beef prices currently so high, along with high feed 
prices, and with the volume of milk supplies for the spring and 
summer already causing some uneasiness among marketing men, 
more thorough culling of dairy herds seems to be clearly indi- 
cated. 


The Cover 

Our cover arrangement this week shows several views of 
famous animals at Harvey A. Nelson & Sons’ Gray View Farm, 
Union Grove, Wis. At the top are two famous full sisters. 
Pansy Burton De Kol Burke, “Excellent” Honorable Mention 
All-American, has 2X records of 654, 850 and 802 Ibs, and a 
3X-2X record of 629 Ibs in 286 days. She is again on test. Nell 
Pansy Burton De Kol (in characteristic pose) has recently brok- 
en the National record for senior 3-year-olds, 305 days, 2X di 
vision. Her figures are 716.5 lbs fat, 17432 Ibs milk, 4.1%, which 
tops the previous record by 30 Ibs fat. Continuing for the year, 
she made 19230 Ibs milk, 797.9 Ibs fat, which lacks but 2.5 Ibs 
fat of the present Wisconsin State record—a great young cow. 
A more detailed story of her performance appears elsewhere if 
this issue. 

The bottom view is an interior shot of a part of the milk 
ing string at Gray View, with the background deleted. These 
10 cows on AR test, 2X division, have made the sort of showing 
that would be expected from their appearance. Their highest 
records average 669 Ibs fat, 18634 lbs milk. When the picture

Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 

Our experience with grass silage has 
led us to value corn silage more than 
ever. 

When the grass silage is put up with 
hominy or ground corn instead of mo- 
lasses it is more palatable to our cows. 
It is more palatable with molasses in it 
than without anything. 

I think I can safely say that regardless 
of the way the grass silage is put up, the 
cows prefer corn silage to any of it. 

In feeding corn silage to dry cows it 
has not been to. supplement 
this with any grain as they keep in good 
flesh. When we fed them grass silage 
put up with molasses they became thin 
and we had to start feeding grain also.

Monthly Farm Guidance Letter in April 
By ALBERT M. WOLF, Farm Consultant 


After all the wars in which America 
has engaged since 1800, there has been a 
period of favorable prices for farm prod- 
ucts, followed by a precipitate drop in 
ull prices. It is significant that the 
amount of the rise of prices of farm prod- 
ucts has increased with each succeeding 
postwar period—and at the present time 
the prices received by farmers are at a 
higher level than ever before. 


The year 1947 is certain to see the 
start of a trend toward lower prices— and 
the recent skyrocketing of grain and hog 
prices may have been the last flurry for 
this era. A straw in the wind are the 
lower averages, being made in the pure- 
bred cattle sales this spring, which would 
indicate that we have passed the crest 
in cattle prices. It is now definitely es- 
tablished that the recent flurry which 
sent wheat to a top of $3.05 on March 
18th, and other grains to similar highs, 
was caused by bad weather and roads, 
xox car shortages, and heavy Govern- 
ment purchases for relief in Europe and 
elsewhere. With little grain moving this 
‘ombination drove prices out of sight 
und President Truman became so wor- 
ried that on March 25th, he begged the 
mations industries to stop the inflation- 
ary trend by announcing lower prices. A 
few hundred phone calls to the Govern- 
ment Bureaus, which are running our 
country, ordering them to stop all pur- 
chases for the time being, would have ac- 
complished more positive results than the 
general appeal. It’s about time that the 
people of America are told that we cannot 
feed the entire world—no matter how 
hard we try or how honest we are in our 
purpose to do it. Unless we begin to 
hink of the welfare of America, as weil 
1s that of the rest of the world—the tail- 
spin in prices may not be far off. 

It is time Congress gave serious 
hought to the problem of stabilizing our 
economy. A letter to your Congressman, 
night help—the small investment may be 
well worth while. 

GRAINS—General rains over the Wheat 
Belt during mid-March, were very bene- 
icial in supplying needed moisture and 
packing soil around the roots, which had 
been loosened by alternate thawing and 
freezing. Drought conditions have been 
relieved in the Oklahoma-Arkansas area, 
but additional moisture is needed in 
southern California and Arizona, and 
western Nebraska. Otherwise conditions 
wre very good for fall planted small 
grain, and for spring planting, even 
though the season is somewhat backward. 
All indications now point to another 
bumper crop of small grains, with nor- 
mal spring rains. 

Broomhall reports that the Nether- 
lands buying commission, recently pur-

chased eight (8) million bushels of Ar- 
gentine corn for shipment in May, June 
and July, at a price equal to $1.66 a 
bushel, F. A. S$, Argentine ports. This 
is the first actual sale of the new crop 
that has been recorded. 

A bumper crop this summer and _in- 
creased export sales in South America 
will most certainly mean lower price 
trends in the grain markets. Bids on 
grains for future delivery in the Chicago 
Market on April Ist, Indicate that ten- 
dency with May wheat at $2.54, July 
wheat $2.241% and December wheat at 
$2.1414; while corn futures were $1.79; 
$1.72 and $1.50; and oats futures were 
8814 cents, 8034 cents, and 7134 cents for 
the same months. Cash prices on grains 
in Chicago on April Ist were wheat, 
none offered; corn 1.8714; seems like 
the time to move surplus grains for 
greatest profits. 

MILL FEEDS—The prices 
feeds the last few weeks have reflected 
the unsettled condition in the grain 
markets, but the upward trend in grains 
placed most mill feeds at higher prices 
than listed in February. On April 2nd 
wholesale prices were linseed oil meal 
$86.50 sacks, Minneapolis; soybean oil 
meal, $80.00 sacks, Decatur; spot bran 
$60.00 sacks, Minneapolis; meat scraps 
50% protein $112.50 sacks, Chicago and 
brewers dried grains $57.00 sacks, Mil- 
waukee. These prices show an increase 
from $10.00 to $25.00 per ton, over Feb- 
ruary 15th prices. 

With the coming of the pasture sea- 
son, mill feed prices that bounded back 
to two high levels during the grain flurry 
will doubtless be priced downward. 
Therefore buy only for present needs, 
this is not the time to lay in a future 
supply. 

MILK AND DAIRY PRODUCTS—The 
butter market in Chicago and New 
York, for the past few weeks, has been 
marked by great uncertainty and weak- 
ening of prices. New York was over-sup- 
plied with butter the third week in 
March and while supplies in Chicago 
were at no time excessive, dealers were 
nervous and willing to sell at a small loss 
rather than face the possibility of a 
larger one. T. U. S. D. A. expects 1947 
exports of dairy products to fall below 
1946 totals and the demand for fluid 
milk, whole milk powder, and foreign 
type cheese, to drop. 

Fluid milk prices decreased materiallv 
in February and are expected to fall 
seasonably from March through June 
with a modest increase in the latter half 
of 1947, from the seasonal low points. 

BEEF CATTLE—The cattle feeders in 
eight corn belt states, bought 29 per cent 
more feeder cattle in January and Feb-

ruary, 252,550 head, as compared wii 
194,515 last year. The indications a 
that March restocking will be 40 per com 
over a year ago. This indicates tha 
feeders are returning to more normal 
feeding practices and this is further evi 
denced by the increasing numbers of the 
better grades of finished steers that ee 
coming into the markets. June and July 
should see generous numbers of longer 
fed, better finished cattle on the market 
The smart feeder, however, wil] Watch 
his buying carefully since in general the 
prices on choice feeders are still too high 
to warrant taking chances on long-time 
feeding operations, with a down trenj 
in beef prices under way. 

During March the average price paid 
for steers was $23.35. The top for steers 
on April Ist was $27.00, while during the 
last full week in March, a top of $29.5 
was reached, evidently a reaction due to 
the flurry in grain. 

HOGS—March hog prices reached ll 
time highs on the smallest swine Te. 
ceipts on record for the month, Receipts 
for the first quarter in the Chicago stock 
yards show a 35 per cent decrease over , 
year ago. On April Ist, hog prices show. 
ed a downward tendency, in spite of 
short receipts with a top of $26.25, a 
drop of $3.75 from the $30.00 high 
reached in the last week of February, 
Present day tops are still too high for a 
high rate of consumption, and the jump 
in prices on poultry, indicates that the 
public will not pay the retail prices de. 
manded by $30.00 wholesale _ pork. 
Prices on hogs can drop considerably 
and still make hog raising a very profit 
able venture. 


LAMBS—Lambs while in the lightes 
supply for any March since the turn of 
the century, were dropping in price until 
on April Ist the top was $23.50, as com- 
pared with $24.25 on March 4th. On 
March 3lst, 8000 sheep were received in 
Chicago, nearly double the receipts of 
the same day a week previous. Thes 
will doubtless be readily absorbed by the 
retail trade during the Easter week, but 
these receipts point to lower prices in 
the coming weeks. If your lambs are 
ready get them to market, now. 


POULTRY AND EGGS-—Short supply 
and continued high consumption level 
are responsible for higher prices for egg 
—in fact the average egg price farmes 
received was 40.5 cents on March 5th, 
the all time high also reached in 191% 
But watch out for a drop in prices it 
April. The way to keep making mone 
on your flock is to cull out non-layers 
regularly—don’t feed them if they won 
lay. With the coming of spring don’t «tt 
down on laying mash, it is poor econom 
Records show that cutting the feel 
one-fourth, reduces egg production ovt 
one-half. Maintain egg quality as only 
best grade eggs will bring high price

Keep eggs clean by having plenty of floo 
litter and nesting material. Gather eggs 
frequently, at least three times a day and 
keep them in a moist, cool room. When 
the market is on the down grade, market 
eggs more often to take every possible ad. 
vantage of price and at the same time 
maintain higher quality. 





Prices farmers received for poultry in 
February were within 2 cent of the all. 
time February 1919 high of 25.7 cents. 

FARM LABOR—Wages for farm labor 
will continue high and the supply of 
good men somewhat below demand. The 
significant fact however, is that the 
farmers who over the years have planned 
their work efficiently; fed and housed 
their men well; taught them how to do 
things the right way; and have left no 
stone unturned to cut down extra work 
and drudgery; never seem to be short of 
help. Such farmers have in reality heen 
operating training schools for a lot of 
youngsters that have learned farming the 
practical, efficient way, under a smart 
manager and now have farms of their 
own, which they operate in the same 
manner. 


Business men from the larger cities 
have found that farm help well fed and 
housed and given the opportunity to 
learn and develop under an efficient 
manager, who shares in the profits of 
the operation, stick to their jobs and in- 
crease in efficiency year after year. Farm 
management is no longer a job of hiring 
and firing, but rather a long-time pro- 
gram of selecting and training men to 
work more efficiently and enthusiastical- 
ly. In the years ahead the marginal 
farmer, the fellow who is an in-and-outer, 
a hirer-and-a-firer, and who just farms, 
but never plans ahead, will be pushed 
out of the picture. The next ten years 
will see improved employee-management 
relations, in many lines of business, in- 
cluding agriculture. The U. S. Depatt- 
ment of Agriculture in a report dated 
February 14th, stated that in all major 
regions, more persons are doing farm 
work than a year ago. 

U.S.D.A. estimates that 8,272,000 peo- 
ple were at work on farms on January |, 
1947; an increase of 7% from a yeat 
earlier, with a greater proportion of this 
increase being in hired workers. Average 
farm wage rates for the entire country 
were $88.40 per month, with board, 
$106.00 without board, and $4.83 per 
day without board. In the Mid-West the 
farm labor situation has eased consider- 
ably, but other areas along the ¢ast 
coast still report scarcity of labor. 

FARM MACHINERY— Don’t buy sec 
ond hand farm machinery at the present 
outlandish prices being obtained at auc 
tion sales, unless you want to take heavy 
inventory losses on the value of such 
machines in a few months. 

Production levels of farm machinery 
are going higher every week, now that 
the Communistic inspired strikes of the

Three dairy 
breed organizations have thus far desig- 
nated the Dairy Cattle Congress as their 
official national breed show for 1947. 
rhey are the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club and the Brown Swiss Cattle 
Breeders’ Association. 

All the national individual and team 
championships in dairy cattle judging for 
1947 will be selected from contests dur- 
ing the week-long show activity. ‘The 
National F.F.\. Committee on contests 
has picked the Dairy Cattle Congress 
for its national F.F.A. contests in judg- 
ing dairy cattle, dairy products and poul- 
try. The Extension Committee on 4-H 
Club Work has designated the Congress 
for its 4-H Club Invitational Inter-state 
Dairy Cattle Judging Contest. “Teams from 
the nation’s agricultural colleges will com- 
pete in the Inter-State Collegiate Dairy 
Cattle Judging Contest. The Inter-State 
Dairy Herd Improvement Supervisors’

\ serious cattle louse problem has been 


discovered in Florida by entomologists 
of the U. S$. Department of Agriculture. 
These scientists say that heavy infesta- 


tions of these lice rapidly sap cattle of 
their vitality and cause some 
00 feeble to walk.

The louse is one previously known to 
occur only in the vicinity of Kameruns, 


West Africa, where it was first discov- 
ered in 1915. It has not been reported 
since. How it got to the United States 


is a question. Entomologists of the Bu- 
feau of Entomology and Plant Quaran- 
line first discovered it in Florida in 1945, 
more recently it has been reported from 
Texas. It has spread to a number otf 
counties in south and central Florida 
and is now known to occur as far north 
a Duval County, near the —Florida- 
Georgia State Line. 
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These lice infest the brush of the tail 
of cattle so catthemen of Florida call it 
the “tail Eggs of the louse are 
glued to the long hairs of the tail. When 
cattle are heavily infested the tail has a 
matted 


louse.” 


appearance. 

The entomologists have already dis- 
covered an excellent control for the new 
pest. Sprays containing 1.5 percent DDT 
in a wettable powder form have been 
found to free cattle of this parasite. Less 
DDT in sprays will not give effcctive 1e- 
sults. Although the tail is mainly infest- 
ed, the entire animal should be _ thor- 
oughly sprayed. One and one-half to two 
pints of the spray per animal is sufficient.

In any part of the country where corn 
can be grown successfully, I certainly 
would never recommend grass silage as 
there is no gamble with corn silage; you 
know your cows are going to eat and 
relish it and it is so much easier to 
handle. 

With a field cutter and three dump 
trucks we are able to fill a 16 by 55 foot 
silo with corn silage in three days with 
only four men. Whereas, with grass 
silage it took at least two weeks to fill 
such a silo and seven to eight men. 

Then, too, I cannot see any saving with 
grass silage as we found out you still 
have to feed hay anyway. 
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G. A. Burdick, Otco: 

I first tried grass silage around 1920 
or 1921 using third cutting alfalfa and 
silage corn mixed; also alfalfa alone. This 
worked out quite well. The cows ate it 
well and produced well. There was not 
much change in production from straight 
corn silage and we saved the third crop 
alfalfa which would have _ otherwise 
spoiled due to bad hay weather. © Again 
about 1936 or 1937 we filled a couple 
silos with first cutting alfalfa (using 
molasses). One of those we managed to 
worry along with long enough to feed it 
out. However, it was not very palatable 
and always gave off a terrible stench 
when fed or handled. It so happened 
that one of these silos had grass silage 
in the lower third for two or three years. 
We always had grass silage on hand if 
anyone brought up the subject. Finally 
we did feed it out by hauling it out to 
the heifers and dry cattle in pastures 
when pastures were short. Thus ended 
the grass silage with me. 

George W. Reed, Valley Farms, Guest 
Contributor: 

For good preservation, grass _ silage 
should retain about 70% of the natural 
grass moisture, or, if anything slightly 
more. It is not necessary to add preser- 
vatives such as cornmeal, acid, molasses, 
to make good grass silage, although it 
may be a good way to feed molasses. 
Grass silage keeps better and freezes less 
than corn silage. It holds more of its 
food value than barn-cured baled or 
loose hay, or corn silage. Because of the 
higher content of carotene, other vita- 
mins, and protein, it is more like the 
best cow feed on earth, grass pasture. It 
is safe to feed succulent grass silage be- 
fore and after calving. as it causes less 
congestion than corn silage. 

A favorite question is: Do cows condi- 
tion as quickly on grass silage as the; 
would on corn silage? From our expe- 
rience they do. The grass silage enables 
the cow to grow a healthier calf, calve 
easier, clear up quicker, produce more 
milk, and have fewer digestive upsets 
than those fed corn silage. It has been 
our experience that animals fed grass 
silage go over the last weeks in the barn 
with less sickness. 

Grass silage gives milk a rich color 
very desirable for bottled milk. No 
trouble has been experienced with the 
silage tainting milk except when milk 
was openly exposed to the silage odor. 
Silage should be fed immediately after 
milking. 

One warning: Extreme caution should 
be taken to prevent baling wire from 
reaching fields to be used for grass silage 
because most cows die about the time 
they become accustomed to eating wire 
silage. 

Replies from John Last of Milford 
Meadows; Martin Buth, Jr. of Creston 
and Jim Reed of Rocky Hill reported 
that they had never had experience in 
the use of grass silage.

BUILDINGS—Lumber has just about 


priced itself out of the market as far a 
the farmer is concerned. Prices on this 
necessary commodity are already starting 
downhill, following the general. trend of 
prices. Our prediction is that coming 
years will see less and less lumber used 
in the construction of farm _ buildings. 
Prefabricated steel buildings which can 
be readily moved or added to, will push 
wood buildings off the farm map. The 
hammer-and-saw day in building will be 
replaced by the screw driver and monkey- 
wrench, for erection—thanks to more ef 
ficient factory methods of construction. 
Chemistry has developed cheaper meth- 
ods of rust proofing and more permanent 
paints which will add many years of life 
to steel buildings. Unit-built steel bvild- 
ings will be available in great volume, 
within the next six months and at prices 
to compete with the cheapest wood con- 
struction. Before you build of wood ir- 
vestigate unit-built buildings of steel. 

FOREIGN MARKET-—There is an in- 
creasing belief among economists and ag: 
ricultural thinkers, that the logical way 
to keep our foreign trade from declining 
is to transform crop surpluses into manu: 
factured products and animal products 
rather than to try to sell crop surpluses 
as such, on a two-price system protected 
by subsidies and tariffs. It seems more

When the difference in the losses of 
dry matter occurring with the three 
methods of harvesting and preserving the 
forage (average for both cuttings) and 
the differences in the milk production by 
cows fed the three roughages from the 
second cutting along with corn silage 
and concentrates are considered together. 
it is shown in figure 2 that by making 
the crop into silage 12.5 percent more 
milk per acre was obtained than when 
it was field-cured into hay. There is an 
8.1 percent advantage for the barn-cur- 
ing method over field-curing. 

The changes that occurred in the caro- 
tene content of the forage made into the 
three feeds are shown in figure 4. The 
carotene content of the silage when fed 
was much higher than either of the hays, 
for both cuttings. The two cuttings of 
barn-cured hay when fed averaged about 
twice as high in carotene as the field- 
cured hay. The first cutting of barn- 
cured hay was much higher in carotene 
after drying than the second cutting. 
This because heated air was used 
for the first cutting and the drying time 
was only about a third as long as for the 
second cutting when no heat was used. 
Important occurred in the hay 
after drying was completed. The’ por- 
tion of first-cutting field-cured hay that 
was rained on had than half as 
much carotene as the portion that was 
not rained on.

corn silage and concentrates in addition. 
The vitamin A value of the butterfat 
produced by the cows fed the alfalfa sil- 
age remained relatively close to the pas- 
ture level throughout’ the winter, 
whereas that produced by the cows fed 
the hay gradually decreased to less than 
half the summer level. The cows that 
received the silage ration all winter did 
not go off feed, but consumed large quan- 
tities of the silage and remained in good 
physical condition. 
Summary 

results of these studies, though 
preliminary, strongly suggest that signifi- 
cantly larger amounts of dry matter, 
protein, and carotene can be obtained by 
making forage into silage rather than by 
making it into either field-cured or barn- 
cured hay. In this experiment the silage 
had more value for milk production and 
produced milk of much higher vitamin 
A value than either kind of hay. These 
advantages were obtained with very little 
if any additional labor or use of ma- 
chinery for harvesting and preserving the 
crop. The barn-curing method, while 
not as efficient as the silage method, was 
considerable more efficient than __field- 
curing but required the additional ex- 
pense of fan operation. These advantages 
of the silage and barn-curing methods 
might have been considerably greater if 
rainy weather had occurred during the 
harvesting periods.

Michigan State Agricultural College, 
East Lansing, Michigan, is the proud 
possessor of a “Progressive Breeders’ 
Award Certificate” presented them by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America after their splendid herd of reg.
